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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-8, 
10-14 & 20-26 have been considered and are not persuasive. 

For purposes of Appeal: The amendment to claim 23 obviates the drawing objection. With respect to claim 26 which has been amended to 
incorporate previously rejected claims 27 & 28, Gaissmaier et al. disclose a method comprising dropping an object onto a tray such that 
an object engages a backstop 9 and falls across and over a bias 3 beneath a tray 4 and pivoting a tray 4 against a bias 3 from a first 
position in which an object engaging surface 9 of a tray and backstop extend at a first angle to a second position in which an object 
engaging surfaces of said tray and backstop extend at a wider and obtuse angle upon catching said object. Applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive. Komori's top surface is that surface defined as that portion of the tray, e.g. a location within the tray, that catches objects. 
Because Komori's pawls do not engage this "surface" porton of the tray it can be said that the entirety of Komori's top surface is not 
engaged. And, broadly construed "overlying" is interpreted as extending down from above. Komori's pawls extend from the sides. Thus, 
Komori's apparatus reads on claims 1 , 4-6, 20 & 25-26. Gaissmaier's backstop 9 certainly stops objects from exiting said tray surface, e.g. 
provides a barrier to movement. Thus, Gaissmaier's apparatus reads on claims 1, 8 & 22. 
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
